In 1924 @ new treaty vas te gotiated wich reaffirmed tre 1903 
agreement, gave the U.c. a verpetual lease, and nroviced that the 
treaty could be acrogated onl; by agreement cy Cotn parties or if 
vne U.S. abandoned she site.
